On Income Tax 
Losses Deductible 


If you suffer a permanent 
loss in value of personal or 
business property, you may 
be able to take a deduction 
for the loss on your U.S. 
income tax return. 
D am age or destruction 
caused by such things as 
fire, storms, flood damage, 
car wrecks, vandalism, and 
thefts give rise to tax 
deductions. The loss must be 
due to an identifiable event 
of a sudden, unexpected or 
unusual nature. A deduction 


is available to the extent that 
the loss exceeds insurance 
reimbursements. 
The deduction for personal 
casualty loss is limited to the 
lower of cost or the fair 
m arket value of the property 
m easured by the difference 
betw een

mediately before and after 
the casualty. The amount of 
the loss must be reduced by 
any insurance proceeds and 
a $100 limitation.

YOU and YOUR 
FAMILY

DEAR DR. GREENSTONE: My husband and I have been 
married eight years. We’re finding that many of our friends 
are getting divorces. It scares me because we haven’t been 
getting along as well as we used to. The kids make my 
husband nervous, and I’m tired a lot. What kind of problems 
should people have to seek counseling, and how do you know 
who to go to? 


DEAR READER: Usually, a person has only to look to 
himself and to his feelings to know if his m arriage is in 
trouble. Something is out of kilter; communications are 
poor; interpersonally, you are just not making it. According 
to the American Association of Marriage and Family 
Counselors’ pamphlet, “Distress Signals M arriage and 
Family Relations,” danger signals include: 


1. Emotional distress when talking about spouse or 
children. 
2. Repetitive requests for tanquilizers, energizers, or 
sleeping pills. 
3. Reference to frequent behavioral problems of children 
in home, neighborhood or school. 
4. Concern about sexual problems or behavior. 
5. Complaints about loneliness or isolation. 
6. Constant complaints about fatigue that are not ex­ 
plainable. 
7. Reference to unexplainable financial difficulties. 
8. Sexual disturbances without physiological causes. 
9. Unexplained injuries to spouse or children. 
10. Unexplained tears or low moods. 


While these are not all of the possible signs of m arriage 
and-or family problems, the ten mentioned are some of the 
most common. If you are uncertain about your situation, 
talk with a m arriage and family counselor, and let him help 
you evaluate the circumstances. 
When seeking a competent counselor, be sure that he or 
she: 


I) Isa professional m arriage and family counselor, 2) Has 
met rigid education and examination requirements. In the 
State of Texas, where currently there are no laws regulating 
the practice of m arriage and family counseling, certification 
by the American Assn. of M arriage and Family Counselors, 
or a similarly regulated body is a crucial consideration. 3) Is 
knowledgeable in areas of human growth and development, 
behavior, family dynamics and interaction, 4) Is skilled in 
counseling techniques and practices, 5) Is committed to a 
stringent code of ethics, 6) Is experienced. He has served at 
least two years in a supervised clinical internship, 7) Is an 
active member of a professional association serving 
marriage and family counselors, and 8) Welcomes your 
inquiries about his methodology, background and ex­ 
perience. 
With these as basic guidelines, perhaps you can begin to 
resolve your quandry. Probably no one wants to adm it that 
he has m arriage or family problems that he cannot handle. 
In reality, however, early detection, increased awareness, 
and proper treatm ent of such problems is important to 
prevent more serious, often irremediable difficulties later

of grumps. 
As such, the family full of 
stress is on the brink of other 
troublt 
Handled poorly, 
stress can contribute to 
mental and physical illness 
Stress even can kill. 
But a family knowing how 
to steer

course 
through the daily stress can 
come through stronger for 
the experience 
“ One of the most common 
problems 
—one 
of 
the 
commonest conditions, if 
you will-that attacks all of 
us, at all ages, is stress,*’ 
says Walter J. McNemey, 
president of Blue Cross 
Association 


“ Almost everybody thinks 
he or she knows what stress 
is. But relatively few of us 
really do understand it, 
recognize what it does within 
our bodies and knbw how to 
control it, live with it and 
make it work for us." 
The association McNerney 
heads went to top authorities 
on stress and asked them to 
write a report on it 
The report. “ Stress." is 
available from your local 
Blue Cross Plan 
of which 
there are 75 in the United 
States. 
Four 
Associate 
Member 
Plans 
are 
in 
Canada There is no charge 
for the booklet 
“ The booklet was not pre­ 
pared for the physician, the 
psychologist or other profes­ 
sional in the field of stress 
although many of these will 
find it extremely valuable." 
McNerney said 
“ It was prepared for the 
layman 
the working man 
or woman, the housewife, 
the high school or college 
student, the retired man or 
woman and all other kinds of 
persons of all ages —who 
want to learn more about a 
subject that deeply affects 
the health and happiness of 
everyone 
McNerney made these 
additional points: 
WHAT IS STRESS? Stress 
is your body’s physical, 
mental 
and 
chemical 
reactions to circumstances 
that frighten, excite, con­ 
fuse, endanger or irritate 
you The cause of stress 
the stressor or stressful 
event - -can be good or bad. 
It can be a car wheeling 
around the corner toward 
you; changing to a better 
job; the birth of a long- 
wanted baby; too much 
noise where you work or a 
host of other things 


S T R E S S 
REACTIO N S. 
Some of your stress reac­ 
tions are so subdued that you 
are not even aware of them. 
Others show themselves 
clearly in sweaty palms, loss 
of appetite, heavy breathing. 
a racing heart. Others are 
totally unknown to you and 
not even thought of as stress 
—such 
as 
your 
body’s 
reaction to invading disease 
germs. 


L I F E 
W I T H O U T 
STRESS: It is impossible to 
go through life without 
stress. And you wouldn’t 
want 
to. 
Stress is what 
prepares you to handle 
things you are unfamiliar 
with, or things that appear to 
threaten you. Handled well, 
stress is a 
friend that 
strengthens us for the next 
encounter. Handled poorly, 
or allowed to get out of hand, 
stress becomes an enemy 
which can cause disease like 
high blood pressure, ulcers, 
rheumatoid arthritis, asth 
ma or an overactive thyroid 
gland. Unbridled stress also 
can contribute heavily to 
heart 
disease 
and 
the 
weakening of other organs in 
the body. 


“ Every age has its own 
special stresses —such as 
the total dependence and 
frustrations of infancy; the 
problems of being stranded 
in adolescence, between 
childhood and adulthood, the 
pressures of advancing old 
age," McNerney said.

of 1974, predicted “ an ex­ 
tended period of curtailed

Education ac­ 
counts for about 40 per cent 
of all state expenditures in

austerity wiil be a way of life 
for a long time. 
“ New and experimental 
programs will be especially 
hard hit and educators, who 
have long searched for in­ 
novative ways to improve 
schools, will be looking more 
now 
for ways 
to

money,” the commission 
said. 
Widespread cutbacks oc­ 
curred during the past year 
in 
the 
purchase of 
in­ 
structional 
m aterials, 
construction 
projects, 
maintenance and repair. 
Although this retrenchment 
will continue in 1975, the 
commission noted: 
“ Nearly half of the states 
say their school districts are 
better prepared this school 
year than last to cope with 
the effects of inflation, if 
only because they already 
have behind them the bitter 
experience of 1973, when fuel 
shortages and price in­ 
creases struck with unex­ 
pected severity.” 
College tuition, room and 
board fees will probably in­

CHICAGO (U PI) — If you 
are feeling anxious, not 
sleeping well and your hands 
shake slightly, you may be 
suffering 
from 
common 
nervousness —or you may 
just be drinking too much 
coffee and soda pop. 
That, at least, is a theory 
advanced by Dr. John F. 
Greden at a recent meeting 
of the American Psychiatric 
Association. A report of Dr. 
Greden’s research appeared 
recently in the Medical News 
section of the Journal of the 
A m e r i c a n 
M e d i c a l 
Association. 
There is some clinical 
basis for Dr. Greden’s fin­ 
dings. And, when you con­ 
sider the amount of caffeine 
in a cup of coffee or a bottle 
of soda pop, there appears to 
be sound basis for his 
thinking. 
Coffee and soft drinks are 
not the only things which 
contain caffeine in sub­ 
stantial 
amounts. 
Many 
headache 
preparations 
buffer aspirin with caffeine, 


and cocoa also contains the 
substance. 
Physicians agreed that 
more than 250 milligrams of 
caffeine a day constitutes a 
large amount. But, consider 
a “ normal” person who, in 
one day, consumes three 
cups of coffee, takes two 
“ headache tablets” and one 
soft drink. That person has 
ingested about 500 milli­ 
grams of caffeine. 
Dr. Greden says that the 
central nervous system’s re­ 
sponses to too much caffeine 
— call caffeinism — strongly 
resemble those of an anxiety 
attack 
Symptoms include 
nervousness, irritability, 
lethargy, 
insomnia 
and 
headache. 
The central nervous sytem 
is not the only part of the 
body which is affected by 
caffeinism. Too much caf­ 
feine can also cause heart 
palpitations, 
premature 
heartbeats, 
irregular 
heartbeats and skin flushing. 
In the gastro-intestinal tract, 
too 
much 
caffeine 
can 


produce nausea, diarrhea, 
vomiting and pain. 
Those 
symptoms 
can 
easily be defined as ner­ 
vousness, but they can just 
as easily be the result of too 
much caffeine, according to 
Dr. Greden’s report. 


Associate professor of psy­ 
chiatric medicine at Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center, 
Dr. Greden said he became 
interested in caffeinism 
when a young nurse came to 
hi in for treatment. Married 
to an Army physician, who 
said she had been light­ 
headed for three weeks, her 
hands were shaking and she 
was short of breath. She also 
was 
suffering 
from 
headaches, 
and 
he 
discovered 
an 
irregular 
heartbeat. 


The 
woman 
told 
Dr. 
Greden that she had started 
making coffee by a different 
method which she found to 
be better, and subsequently 
had been drinking more —10 
to 12 cups per day. That 


totaled more than 1,000 
milligrams of caffeine. 


Within 36 hours after she 
stopped drinking coffee, her 
symptoms disappeared. 


Another case, involving an 
army 
officer 
who 
drank 
eight to 14 cups of coffee, 
four soft drinks and a cup of 
cocoa 
at 
bedtime 
also 
cleared up when he cut down 
on the caffeinecontaining 
liquids.
